•which the French people have been in- 
dulging in the past two years has placed 
upon the statute books some of the most 
monstrous laws that ever disgraced a 
monarchy, not to Bay a democracy. The 
present spy mama promises to add some 
amazing legislation of this description. 
The law against espionage laid before 
the chamber by the minister of war, 
now awaiting enactment, is of this char- 
acter. The pretended purpose cf the bill 
is to enable the penalty of dealh against irt 
traitors, snob, as Captain Dreyfus, to be 
inflicted, bnt%it contains a number of 
insidious clauses which would enable a 
government not troubled with scruples 
of conscience to get rid of its enemies 
by tramping up spurious charges of dis- 
closing state secrets 


for instance, it proposes to inflict five 


years' imprisonment and 10,000 francs' 
fine ou any unqualified person who shall, 
even without intent of espionage, have 
procmed, got hold of or published any 
plans, documents or information con*- 
cerning the national defense or the ex- 
ternal safety of the state. This proposal 
is strongly denounced by the opposition 
newspapers, and even the ministerial

claring that the only safety for foreign- 
ers is to stay away from France. — Pans

There is wide&piead interest in the 


matter of abandoned farms in the Now 
England States. The Htato Board of 
Agriculture of Massachusetts has pre- 
pared a descriptive catalogue of the 
farms abandoned in that State. The Leg- 
islature of 1891 passed very favorable 
laws relating to those farms which have 
given a stimulus to purchasers, anci 
numerous inquiries «re being made re- 
garding them. Advance sheeta of the 
new catalogue; have been given the 
press. The report suys: 


Up to December 21, 1894, returns 


were received concerning 359 of the 400 
fnrins described in former editions of 
the Ciitalofc'Ut". Of these 150 were re- 
ported sold, 79 wished to have the 
description continued in the new edi- 
tion of the catalogue, and the others 
had not been heutcl from. The pur- 
chasers of the [arms sold were rofi- 
dents of Massachusetts, Now York, 
Connecticut, New Jersey and Nova 
Scotia.

uha.Sdd t'oi agricultural purposes, four- 
teen for homes, eleven for investment, 
five for farms and poultry raising, six 
for dairy and stock raising, five for 
summer residences, four lor poultry 
raising, two for sheop raising, one for 
poultry raising and market gardening, 
one for cranberry culture, one for 
lumber, while the intentions of forty 
purchasers have not been obtained. 


By the Slate census of 1883 there

Senator Brice emphatically denies 


that ho is attempting' to engineer 
through Congress any compromise bill 
for settlement of the Pacific railroads' 
debt?. A few days ago it was reported 
that ho had drafted a compromise bill, 
in fact a synopsis of the bill was pub- 
lished. Ho repudiates the bill and de- 
clares that the Senate will take no ini- 
tiative stop to force through any kind 
of a bill bearing on the settlement of 
the railroad indebtedness. 


Senators White and Perkins of Cali- 


fornia do not think there is any possi- 
bility of "getting any legislation relat- 
ing to the funding of the railroad in- 
debtedness through the Senate at the 
present session. The railroad lobby- 
ists are ^ irculating all sorts of rumors 
sine" IhoKeilly Funding bill was de- 
feated in the House, for the purpose of 
keeping up the agitation, though they 
have no hope of securing any legisla 
tion favorable to the railroads at this 
session. 


The Committee on Pacific Railroads 


instructed Mr. Roilly to consult with 
the 
President, Secretary 
of 
the 


Treasury and Attorney General, and 
ascertain what, if any, legislation is 
necessary at this session for the pro- 
tection of the Government interests in 
tha subsidized roads. 
If the Adminis- 


tration decides that no legislation is 
necessary at this session, the matter 
will bo dropped and the Fifty-Fourth 
or some subsequent Congress will have 
to settle the question. 


It is possible that the Government 


ownership of the Pacific Railroads will 
be an issue in the next Presidential 
campaign next year in which event the 
people of the Pacific States will have 
opportunity to declare for or against 
the proposition, and artful dodgers,

It is understood that $65,000,000 of

THK BONI> BILL. 


The vote on the bill to issue $500,000,- 


000 in bonds shows that ninety-two 
Democrats and forty-two Republicans 
voted for the bill, and ninety-eight 
Democrats, fifty-six itopublioaiis and 
seven Populists and Silver men against 
it. The bill was on Administration 
measure. It had the approval of Presi- 
dent Cleveland. It was intended to 
prevent all legislation ID the interest of 
silver and increase the national debt 
half a billion of dollars, yet notwith- 
standing the disposition of the Repub- 
licans to oppose Administration meas- 
ures, forty-two of them, including 
Reed" of Maine, could not resist the 
temptation to permanently establish 
the gold standard, and voted for the 
bill. Their dislike for silver overcame 
their opposition to Cleveland Democ- 
racy and they combined with the 
"cuckoos" to saddle an enormous debt 
on the country rather than coin silver 
and put it in circulation. 


ANOTHER JAPANESE VICTOKV. 


TIio 
Whole

Sunk. 


LONDON, February 8.—A 
dispatch 


from Ghee Foo this afternoon says: 
The Japanese have carried [all the posi 
tions at Wei-Hai-Wei and captured o| 
sunk the whole Chinese northern fleet?. 
The Japanese during the night of Moii- 
day cleared Wei-Hai-Wei harbor of all 
torpedoes and submariue mines by the 
skillful USB of small torpedo boats and 
steam launches from the war ships 
winch grappled for and cut the wires 
connecting thu submarine mines at the 
shores. The fleet of Japanese torpedo 
boats then made a splendid dash for 
the harbor and attacked the Chinese 
fleet with such skill that the battle- 
ship Ting Yuen was sunk. These tactics 
were repeated during the fight of Feb- 
ruary 5th, and the Chen Yuen, Lay 
Yuen and other Chinese war ships were 
blown up and the remainder of the 
Chinese fleet was captured. Following 
up this splendid success the Japanese 
completed the capture of Wei-Hai-Wri 
yesterday by landing a large force and 
seizing the Island of Liu Kung Tau, 
which has made a gallant defense 
against the '..eavy flrt^. 


Some of the Japanese war ships 


passed Ghee Foo early thin morning 
and flred a few shots at the forts with- 
out doing any damage, and in view of 
the reports current regarding the feint, 
au attact was made upon Ming Hai 
yesterday and the belief grows that the 
Japanese are going to attack Ghee Foo.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., February 9.—My 


last
